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1 . MURREY MARDER OF WASHINGTON POST SAID PRESIDENT CARTER 
AT NEWS CONFERENCE "GUARDEDLY DISCLOSED" KEY ELEMENTS OF 
INTENDED AMERICAN-SOVIET COMPROMISE ON PARTIAL NUCLEAR ARMS 
ACCORD. CARTER, HE SAID, ACKNOWLEDGED "SOME CONSTRAINTS" 

ON DEVELOPING CRUISE MISSILES AND ON SOVIET BACKFIRE 
BOMBER. MARDER SAID PRESIDENT REVEALED THAT U.S. SEEKS 
SOME OFFSETTING LIMITATIONS ON VERY HEAVY SOVIET MISSILES. 

REPORTING ON SECRETARY VANCE'S "UNUSUAL" TWO-HOUR CLOSED 
MEETING WITH SENATE SUBCOMMITTEE ON ARMS CONTROL, MARDER 
SAID SENATOR JACKSON STATED THAT BREAKTHROUGH AGREEMENT HAD 
BEEN REACHED WITH CARTER ADMINISTRATION ON SHARING INFORMA- 
TION ABOUT SALT. JACKSON SAID MEETING "RATHER HISTORIC" IN 
THAT BOTH REPUBLICAN AND DEMOCRATIC LEADEESTIP TOOK 6AE OF 
WEDNESDAY S HEARING "WHICH WILL CONTINUE TO BE COURSE OF 
ACTION WE WILL BE FOLLOWING." MARDER SAID "PARTICIPANTS 
DECLINED TO DISCUSS ANY DETAILS OF NEGOTIATIONS WHICH MEM- 
BERS OF SENATE NOW HOPE TO INFLUENCE AS SECRET BARGAINING 
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PROCEEDS WITH SOVIET UNION." SENATOR SPARKMAN, AFTER HEAR- 
ING VANCE, SAID "THERE WAS BIT OF HORSE-TRADING IN GENEVA 
AND STAGE HAS BEEN SET FOR FURTHER HORSE-TRADING." 

2. HEADLINE IN MAY 26 WASHINGTON STAR SAID "CARTER: NO 
SALT DEAL ON LIMITING CRUISE." HENRY S. BRADSHER SAID SINCE 
VANCE-GROMYKO MEETING IN GENEVA THERE HAVE BEEN REPORTS 
"FROM PENTAGON" THAT SECRETARY PROPOSED RESTRICTIONS ON 
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CRUISE MISSILES. "SOME REPORTS," ACCORDING TO BRADSHER, 

"SAID U.S. WAS WILLING TO HALT DEVELOPMENT OF CRUISE MIS- 
SILES, BUT OTHERS HAVE SAID THAT PROPOSAL ONLY INVOLVED

TION." 

3. ROBERT KEATLEY OF WALL STREET JOURNAL SAID IN REMARKS 
AFTER HIS NEWS CONFERENCE, PRESIDENT CARTER DENIED REPORTS 
HE HAS OFFERED CRUISE MISSILE MORATORIUM IN EFFORT TO GET 
TREATY WITH SOVIETS. "U.S. CONSERVATIVES STAUNCHLY OPPOSE 
SUCH MOVE," SAID KEATLEY. JOURNAL CORRESPONDENT SAID

KEENY, 
ACCORDING TO UPI, NOTED CONGRESSIONAL CONCERN ABOUT NUCLEAR 
EXPORTS, BUT SAID THAT REALLY IS ONLY ONE FACET OF NUCLEAR 
PROLIFERATION PROBLEMS. VANCE 
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
